DOG OWNER JAILED

A WANNABE rapper whose dog 
mauled a seven-year-old boy has 
lost a legal bid to decrease his sen¬ 
tence and been jailed. 

Rowan Diedrick, whose rap name 
is Re31 Devious, took two 
Rottweilers onto a beach, ignoring 
the ‘no dogs’ rule, last August and 
then let them off of their leashes. 

One of the dogs - a four-year-old 
male called Sizzler - ran into the 
sea and pounced on the child, who 
was playing with his grandmother. 

The boy was left with life-chang¬ 
ing injuries. 

A dry-liner by day, Diedrick, 29, 
of Avenue Road, London, N14, fled 
the beach on Eastern Esplanade 
and only became known to police 
when his mother turned him in. 

He pleaded guilty to possessing a 
dog, which was dangerously out of 
control, but claimed he had run into 


the sea to save the boy and said he 
only left the scene because he was 
threatened by a group of males. 

CCTV footage and witness evi¬ 
dence indicated Diedrick’s explana¬ 
tion was false. Prosecutor 
Samantha Lowther described it as 
nonsense. 

A ‘Newton hearing’ was con¬ 
vened at Basildon Crown Court last 
Monday and Tuesday so Judge 
Owen Davies QC could determine 
the truth. 

The judge heard testimony from 
the boy’s grandparents and two eye¬ 
witnesses, all of whom said that 
Diedrick had never entered the 
water. 

Diedrick claimed in a police 
interview that six white males had 
run into the water after him and 
used threatening language. 

In court, Diedrick changed his 
story and said he had been chased 
by two men after he exited the area 


covered by the CCTV 

Ms Lowther said: “This is just an 
excuse that you’ve come up with to 
get yourself out of trouble, isn’t it? 
You’re making it up as your go 
along, Mr Diedrick, aren’t you?” 

Describing the eyewitnesses as 
‘credible’, ‘honest’ and ‘reliable’, 
she told the judge: “The defendant 
has given inconsistent accounts, 
not supported by the video 
footage.” 

In an early indication that the 
judge did not believe Diedrick’s 
story, he responded to Mrs 
Lowther: “I wasn’t born yester¬ 
day!” 

The judge ruled that Diedrick had 
fabricated his account, telling the 
court: “I have no hesitation in 
rejecting it. I have no doubt at all 
that the accused has invented, in 
order to diminish his blame for the 
incident, a number of matters 
which simply did not take place.”

He sentenced Diedrick to 16 
months in prison, of which eight 
will be served in custody. 

He also ordered for the dog to be 
destroyed and banned Diedrick 
from owning a dog for 10 years.

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Mauling culprit was stab hero 


THE MAN at the centre of the 
Southend dog mauling case had 
come to the attention of the police 
three months before the incident - 
as a hero who fought to save the life 
of a stabbing victim. 

Rowan Diedrick, 29, of Avenue 
Road, London, N14, told the court 
he had been left traumatised after 
rushing to the aid of a wounded 
neighbour in May 2011. 

Prosecutor Samantha Lowther 
confirmed that Diedrick’s next door 
neighbour had been stabbed in the 
chest and when police arrived at the 
scene they found him administering 
CPR to the victim, whose life was 
saved. Diedrick became a witness in 
the case. 

He told the court last Tuesday that 
the incident had left him ‘paranoid’. 

He said: “It changed my whole 
life. I had to move house.” 

He told police that the culprits in 
the stabbing had begun sending him 
threats. He explained in court: “The 
people who stabbed the boy wanted 
me dead. Obviously, I kept him 
alive and ruined their plans.” 

Diedrick left his home and moved 


in with his mother, who refused to 
take in his two Rottweilers. 

He told the court: “My mum did¬ 
n’t want dogs in her house so I was¬ 
n’t getting to see my dogs regularly.” 

He had taken the dogs on a day 
out to Southend when one of them 
attacked the seven-year-old boy. 

Diedrick told police after his 
arrest in February that he had fled 
the beach on Eastern Esplanade 
because he felt threatened by a 
group of six white males who ran 
into the water behind him . 

He said the threats he had received 
over the stabbing had left him para¬ 
noid about knives and told police he 
had feared the men were carrying 
weapons. However, CCTV showed 
that no males had run into the water 
after him. 

Diedrick insisted in court that he 
had felt threatened by a group of 
nearby volleyball players. 

He told the court: “If I didn’t feel 
threatened then I wouldn’t have left 
the scene.” 

Judge Owen Davies ruled that the 
story was ‘entirely disproved by 
portions of the CCTV’. 


‘Dog owner got what he deserved’ 


THE GRANDMOTHER of the 
seven-year-old boy mauled by a 
Rottweiler in Southend has said 
owner Rowan Diedrick deserved his 
jail sentence. 

Speaking after Diedrick was jailed 
for 16 months, she said: “I thought 
the judge was very sound. 

“Although we didn’t start out 
wanting or expecting Mr Diedrick 
to have a long sentence, I think the 
way he conducted himself through¬ 
out the course of the trial, he 
deserved what he got. 

“He didn’t show very much 


remorse and he’s only got himself to 
blame. I saw on the internet that 
outside the courthouse he said all 
the lies that had been told about him 
would come out in the court. 

“I thought that was rather silly on 
his part. It completely backfired on 
him. 

“The things Diedrick said were 
not only in conflict with what we 
said, but what he said too. There was 
no consistency to what he said. 

“If he had just shown some humil¬ 
ity and remorse, he might not have 
got such a long sentence.”

Grandmother breaks down in 
court as she recalls mauling

THE GRANDMOTHER of a seven-year- 
old boy mauled by a Rottweiler broke 
down in tears as she recounted the inci¬ 
dent in court. 

Susan Cox told a judge she was teach¬ 
ing her grandson to use a bodyboard on 
Friday, August 5, 2011, when the animal 
struck. 

She said: “The dog just bounded past 
me and leapt onto his back and sank its 
teeth into his back, and the weight of the 
dog just pushed him down into the water. 

“I thought he was going to drown so I 
just grabbed hold of what I realise now 
was the collar and yanked as hard as I 
could, and the dog came out of the water 
it was still attached to his shoulder.” 

She said the dog shook its head and 
dropped the boy into the water, then bit 
him twice in the left arm, pushing him 
underwater a second time. 

She said: “It was all so sudden. I remem¬ 
ber feeling absolutely terrified because the 
dog seemed to come out of nowhere. I just 
had to save him. I had to get the dog off. 
That was all I was thinking.” 

She told the court her grandson was so 
traumatised that he could not speak. 

She said: “He was just shaking, white as 
anything. He didn’t make a sound.” 

She told the judge: “Blood was pouring 
off of him. I couldn’t easily distinguish 
exactly what the injuries were. It was just 



red blood flowing from the top of him.” 

She said blood was ‘dropping off of him 
like rain’ and landing on rocks in two- 
inch wide splashes. 

As Mrs Cox scrambled for her mobile 
phone, onlooker Anita Macer came to her 
aid. Giving evidence last week, Mrs 
Macer said she sat the boy on her lap and 
tried to keep him calm. 

Breaking down in tears, she described 
how the boy had complained that his back 
was stinging and she had thought it was 
because of the towel he was wrapped up 


in. As she removed the towel, she saw he 
had ‘terrible wounds’. 

She told the judge: “It turned my stom¬ 
ach.” Mrs Cox described to the judge how 
she saw the wounds properly for the first 
time after she called an ambulance. 

She said: “I was really quite shocked 
because he had lots of slashes across his 
arm as though he’d been cut with a knife.” 

Sobbing, she added: “I remember 
thinking it was my fault that it was like 
that because I pulled the dog. I’d made it 
worse.” 

The cuts were so bad that the boy’s mus¬ 
cle was exposed. 

Judge Owen Davies QC assured Mrs 
Cox that her actions had been ‘heroic’ 
and had possibly saved her grandson 
from drowning. 

The boy was taken to hospital and 
found to have up to 20 puncture wounds 
in his back. 

His arms required 60 stitches. 

He had to be anesthetised four times so 
his wounds could be irrigated and may 
need skin grafts in future. 

He still has to have medical cream mas¬ 
saged into his scars every day and will 
have to be monitored until he is 18 to 
ensure the growth in his arm is not stunted. 

Police said the injuries had taken a psy¬ 
chological toll as well, leaving he boy 
‘embarrassed’ about changing for PE 
lessons and reticent about going outside 
to play. 


Grandfather calls for law change 


A GRANDFATHER who watched his 
seven-year-old grandson mauled by a 
Rottweiler on a beach in Southend has 
called for a change to legislation. 

Speaking before the dog’s owner Rowan 
Diedrick was sentenced, the boy’s grand¬ 


father spoke of his hopes that the judge 
would send him to jail. 

He said: “There was a case in Chingford 
a few months ago where a dog bit off part 
of a girl’s ear and the owner didn’t get sent 
to jail. 


“I think it’s time to make an example of 
someone. We need to do something 
because we can’t have a climate where 
parents and grandparents are afraid to 
take their children to the park or especial¬ 
ly to the beach.”

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Joe celebrates his birthday in freestyle

JOE Neale will celebrate his 75th birthday 
in ‘freestyle’ - swimming a mile off of 
Chalkwell beach in the Ray Gut. 

The former window cleaner takes his 
daily dip by walking across the famous 
Thames mud to the creeks, via the stone 
paths, created by cocklers more than 100 
years ago. 

“It’s the best place in the world when the 
tide is out,” said Joe, who celebrates his 
birthday today (Wednesday). 

“There’s nowhere I know as peaceful as 
this. And it’s the second warmest water in 
the UK too! Southampton is the warmest, 
but the surroundings are not as beautiful.” 

Joe has been exploring the Thames creeks 
since he moved from east London as a 
teenager 60 years ago. He still meets with a 
hardcore of perennial wild swimmers, but 
many of his old friends have passed away. 

“Eileen and Les were the bravest,” he said. 
“They would swim all year, even in January. 
They would tell me that it was time to get 
out once the water felt warm. That’s when 
hypothermia is setting in!” 

Where the cockle paths end, the sticky, 
black mud turns to hard sand. Although Joe 
and his friends love to swim, they enjoy 
other sports too. 

“Years ago we would come down after 
work, and play cricket every day,” he 
explained. “The sand is so hard we used a 
real cricket ball, bat and stumps. 

“We would keep all our cricket gear in a 
bag and weigh it down with a brick. The tide 
would come in over the bag, but it would be 
there the next day.” 

The Thames mud flats are well known 
among locals, bait diggers and boat owners. 
People straying out onto the paths must take 
care of the fast incoming tide.

Fire crews set 
to strike again

FIRE fighters are set to strike 
again - for an hour on 
Saturday morning - hot on the 
heels of their walk-out last 
Thursday in their continuing 
dispute with Essex Fire 
Authority. 

Crews will stop work from 
4am to 5am, another in a series 
of strikes scheduled for every 
month until October, in the 
union’s battle over cuts and 
imposed work changes. 

Meanwhile representatives 
from both sides were due to go 
to ACAS today for ‘talks about 
talks’. 

Regional FBU officer Derek 
Godfrey-Shaw said: 

“Thursday’s meeting at ACAS 
is very much sorting out a pos¬ 
sible beginning for discussions 
between union and employer. 

“The meeting will be talks 
about talks to try to set a way 
ahead.” 

“The eight-hour dispute last 
Thursday was solid - and we 


will continue to strike every 
month until October unless 
there is a resolution,” he 
added. 

Last week’s strike was the 
first called by the FBU in 
more than three years. 

The dispute centres on front¬ 
line cuts and changes forced 
through by fire chiefs. 

The union claims current 
plans for cuts would see the 
loss of one in five frontline 
crews in Essex since 2008. 

Mr Godfrey-Shaw said: “The 
authority claims there have 
been no redundancies - but 
posts have not been filled. 
Numbers have been lost 
through natural wastage. 

“Changes have been made to 
crewing specialised equipment 
which we believe are not in the 
public’s best interests.” 

FBU chairman Alan Chinn- 
Shaw added: “We have seen 
160 frontline posts axed since 
2008 and the current set of 
cuts would bring that loss to 
one in five frontline crews. It 


is already taking longer for 
appliances to get to home fires 
and cuts can only make that 
worse. 

Last month Fire Authority 
chairman Anthony Hedley 
said: “The Fire Authority has 
invested heavily in front line 
services and will continue to 
do so. 

“We have assured the public 
and our staff that there will be 
no fire station closures, no 
enforced firefighter redundan¬ 
cies and continued investment 
to modernise the Service. 

“The Chief Fire Officer and 
his management team have 
shown great patience and lead¬ 
ership in dealing with intransi¬ 
gent and at times hostile union 
representatives who have 
rejected all offers of media¬ 
tion. Strikes will benefit no 
one and I hope that our fire 
fighters will work with the 
management and the Fire 
Authority to resolve this dis¬ 
pute while maintaining the ser¬ 
vice to our communities.” 


Will roadworks scheme 
meet Olympic deadline?

ROADWORKS at Sadlers 
Farm may not be completed in 
time for the 2012 Olympic 
Games. 

Essex County Council apolo¬ 
gised for the delay, which is an 
embarrassment as Essex is an 
Olympic host county. 

Councillor Derrick Louis, 
cabinet member for highways 
and transportation, said: “We 
are now in discussion with the 
Olympic Delivery Authority 
(ODA). 

“While my priority is ensur¬ 
ing that this work is completed 
as soon as possible, we also 
need to avoid causing any traf¬ 
fic disruption around the 2012 
Games. I will provide an 
update on this as soon as a 
decision is taken. In the mean¬ 
time completion work will 
continue.” 

Mr Louis insisted all ‘indi¬ 


vidual elements’ of the roads 
scheme were open, and that 
most traffic was flowing 
freely. 

He said he was ‘very disap¬ 
pointed’ that work has not been 
completed, and added: “I 
would like to sincerely apolo¬ 
gise to residents for this fur¬ 
ther delay. I assure you I that 
am doing everything in my 
power to get this scheme com¬ 
pleted as soon as possible.” 

The project has been beset by 
problems and delays. Essex 
County Council issued another 
apology in May, but promised 
to see the works completed by 
June 27. The council admitted 
last Tuesday that that deadline 
would not be met. 

Road users and locals remain 
puzzled by the delays as con¬ 
tractors are not regularly seen 
working on the site at week¬ 
ends and into late evening. 

Essex County Councillor 


Ray Howard, from Canvey 
Island, was recently appointed 
deputy cabinet member for 
Highways. He said there were 
a combination of reasons for 
the delay, including ‘bad 
weather’. 

The ODA refused to publicly 
condemn the delay, but did 
confirm the improvement 
scheme was behind schedule, 
and should have been complet¬ 
ed in the spring. 

A spokesman said: “We are 
in discussions with the local 
authority who have assured us 
that they will be finished 
before [Olympic] competition 
begins at the Hadleigh Farm 
venue.” 

Councillor Tracey Chapman, 
former head of highways at 
Essex County Council, recent¬ 
ly stepped down from the role. 
She denied her decision was 
linked to problems with the 
Sadlers Farm project.

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Enjoying Billericay’s hidden treasure 


LIZ WADE spends a day looking at one of Essex’s finest 
ancient meadow systems 



A LOCAL nature reserve in 
Billericay is quite literally a hidden 
treasure, as I actually had trouble 
finding it. 

While Mill Meadows is just a 
short walk from Billericay town 
centre, a row of tall hedges and 
well-camouflaged entrance signs 
nearly meant a fruitless return 
home for me. 

After eventually spotting Mill 
Meadows’ information board, 
beside an old scout hut, I was 
glad I hadn’t given up. 

Grazing animals have inhabited 
the land over the centuries and 
the area has become one of the 
finest ancient meadow systems in 
Essex. This has made it an ideal 
habitat for a wide range of fungi, 
insects, invertebrates and wild 
flowers, many of which are rare. 

The 90 acre site is such an 
important area that almost 17 
acres of it has been declared as a 


fact file 

■ DIRECTIONS: You can find Mill 
Meadows in Green Farm Lane, Billericay. 
The nearest train station is Billericay, 
which is around half a mile away, and 
there are a number of buses, including 
the 100, 101, 140, NB, 222, 751, which 
stop in nearby Billericay High Street. 

As well as access to the site from Greens 
Farm Lane, there are also entrance gates 
in Chapel Street, Southend Road and 
Langemore Way.

Site of Special Scientific Interest, 
for its unimproved neutral grass¬ 
land 

Two farms, Hurlocks and 
Greens, could still be found on 
the site by the 20th Century, and 
during the Second World War 
some fields there were converted 
temporarily to arable use. 

Greens Farm remained until 
1980 and Basildon Council went 
on to acquire the land as part of a 
planning agreement over the 
development of the Mill Grange 
housing estate in 1991. 

It was declared as a Local 
Nature Reserve in 1994 and the 
council has been working ever 
since with Natural England 
DEFRA to maintain and enhance 
the rural character and natural 
history of the meadows. 

Alongside their efforts a number 
of local residents, who had 
expressed an interest in helping 
the council with management 
tasks, set up the Mill Meadows 
Society in 1998. 

Over the years the meadows 
have flourished and even now 
cattle still sometimes graze on the 
reserve during the spring and 
summer months, as it encourages 
the growth of flora. The area, 
which has everything from ancient 
hedgerows to developing wood¬ 
land, offers a diverse habitat to 
both flora and fauna - including 
common spotted orchids in early 
summer, and ragged robin and 
sneezewort, both of which are 
scarce in Essex - as well as an 
abundance of wildlife. 

Alongside foxes, badgers, 


dormice, harvest mice, moles, the 
area is also home to stoats and 
even sometimes muntjac deer. A 
range of different birds have also 
been seen at the site including 
great-spotted and green wood¬ 
peckers, bullfinch, goldfinch and 
sparrowhawks, and even tawny 
owls, nightingales, cuckoos and 
turtle doves. 

As well as common lizards, slow 
worm and grass snakes, the area 
also attracts a particularly signifi¬ 
cant number of scarce and locally 
notable species including araned 
spiders, coleopterd beetles, and 
at least 24 species of butterfly 
including orange tip, holly blue, 
small copper, small heath, Essex 
skipper and painted lady. 


The site can be accessed via 
informal and unsurfaced tracks 
that are suitable for walking, but 
are not accessible to the disabled 
due to the hilly terrain. It does 
have a marked trail, which is the 
main pathway through the 
reserve, along which there are 
benches where you can take a 
seat and admire the surround¬ 
ings. The views, across the valley 
to nearby Norsey Wood or east 
over the district and beyond are 
spectacular. 

Working parties organised by 
society members continue to 
maintain the meadows, and take 
place on the second Saturday of 
each month, and non-members 
are welcome. They meet at 


10.30am and help with a range of 
jobs including helping clear 
undergrowth and installing nest 
boxes. 

They are also hosting a Butterfly 
Walk at 10.30am on Sautrday, 

July 14 (weather permitting), 
which will set off from the Scout 
Hall in Greens Farm Lane. 

While many volunteers give up 
their time to help secure an area 
that has virtually unchanged for 
centuries, it is also comforting to 
know that, as well as being pro¬ 
tected from development by 
green belt planning legislations, 
the area is also protected by a 
covenant lasting until 2070, that 
restricts use to outdoor recreation 
and social activities.

Need a 
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The days of friendly aliens are over

T he good old days when 
E.T. simply wanted to 
phone home are long gone. 
Now, if aliens descend on 
Earth, they don’t want to sit 
contentedly in the basket of a 
child’s bicycle and soar serenely 
across a perfect moonlit sky. 

Otherworldly visitors want to 
annihilate and conquer, prefer¬ 
ably via a series of expensive, 
special effects-laden set pieces 
that reduce iconic landmarks to 
steaming piles of twisted metal. 

A 24-hour storage facility in 
south London is the epicentre of 
the destruction in Johannes 
Roberts’ gore-slathered sci-fi 
horror.

tion: “I got nothing to lose so 
I’m going to go and kill that 
thing!” 

It’s hardly poetry but the heroic 
spirit is unmistakable. 

The film opens with a suspect¬ 
ed airplane crash in the capital, 
which causes widespread panic 
and destruction. 

Metal crates are strewn among 
the debris, with nothing inside 
apart from a gooey residue 
slathered over the interior. 

Nearby, wise-cracking Charlie 
(Noel Clarke) and his best friend 
Mark (Colin O’Donoghue) arrive 
at a storage facility to collect 
some of Charlie’s belongings. 

A malfunctioning security sys¬ 
tem traps the young men inside 
the building with employee Jake 
(Alex Price) and electrician Bob

the metal shutters.

and then a growl reverberates 
through the building. 

“Maybe it’s the air settling in 
the pipes... or something?” 
wonders Charlie. 

Based on an original screen¬ 
play by leading man Clarke, 
Storage 24 is solid, entertaining 
but unremarkable genre fare, lit¬ 
tered with undernourished char¬ 
acters and predictable twists. 

The set-up is familiar, right 
down to the opening scenes of 
a nameless dog walker (Amy 
Pemberton), who follows her pet 
into a gloomy warehouse where 
something nasty lurks in the 
shadows. 


Johannes Roberts’ film fails to 
replicate the shocks and mor¬ 
dant humour of Attack The 
Block from a similarly loopy 
premise. 

Clarke quips through the mad¬ 
ness while his co-stars treat 
their predicament with utmost 
seriousness, except for Ned 
Dennehy as a hen-pecked cus¬ 
tomer, who stares at the alien 
and sneers, “You’re vicious, 
aren’t you? Just like my wife, my 
Mary!” 

Slick make-up effects and a 
couple of fizzing one-liners com¬ 
pensate for a paucity of edge- 
of-seat scares.

Q. If my offer on a property is accepted, 
shouldn’t the agent concerned take it off the 
market? 

A. Some estate agents will specifically request 
their clients’ instructions on this matter. In most 
cases, however, the tacit assumption is made that 
once an offer has been accepted, active 
marketing should cease - although this does not absolve agents of their legal 
obligation to continue passing on any unsolicited offers which they may subsequently 
receive, unless specifically instructed not to do so. 

That said, the fact remains that a seller is perfectly within his rights to require 
marketing to continue right up to exchange of contracts. Indeed, some types of seller 
- for example, corporate clients, or lenders looking to dispose of repossessed 
properties - routinely do so. And even if a property has been removed from the 
market, there is nothing to stop a seller changing his mind at a later date. 

Much is made by consumer groups of the apparent unfairness of this situation. 
However, it’s worth pointing out that buyers are equally free to change their minds - 
and frequently do. That is the nature of our system. Nothing is legally binding on 
either party until exchange. 

What is the role of the estate agent in all this? Well, ultimately, of course, we are 
employed by the seller. We are - literally - his agent in the transaction. Nevertheless, 
only very rarely might we advise a client to continue marketing his property once a 
firm offer has been accepted - and then only if we start to have grave doubts about 
the current buyer’s ability to proceed. Why? Well, primarily because we would be 
legally obliged to inform the latter of the fact, in writing - and therefore risk losing him 
altogether. The old saying about a bird in the hand has rarely been as relevant as it is 
in the current climate!

I rent a flat out in Southend, It’s a decent flat, in a good block, and I’ve rarely had any problems over the past 6 
years. I’ve found a great new tenant and he’s passed the referencing process and has a good job and income. 
He’s a professional guy working in the city and I didn’t expect him to be any bother. However, he has asked that 
the locks be changed before he moves in because he is concerned that previous tenants may still have a set of 
keys and this may affect his security. I don’t really think this is necessary. Should I agree to his demands? 

Think Property Answer 

One thing we’ve noticed in recent years is that tenants have become increasingly interested in the security of a 
property they want to rent. We reckon that’s because, generally, people have more nickable things these days. 
Laptops, plasma televisions, DVD players, decent bikes, iPods and smartphones and the like. It’s also typically 
something that affects tenants in higher end properties. 

So. you have two questions to ask. What’s it going to cost you? And is it a dealbreaker for the tenant? 

Depending on the locks you have in place, the costs will vary. But we’d say it’s in the region of £50.00 - £100.00 
for two sets. Probably less. 

His fear isn’t unreasonable. If you’ve been renting the place out for six years, there could be a set of keys out 
there or a past tenant may have had a set copied. It may feel unlikely, even implausible, but it’s a possible risk. 
You might also want to contact your local police. If you do decide to have the locks changed, it’s worth having a 
security audit undertaken by the local cops. They are usually happy to help and will come up with some bright 
ideas you might want to take on board. Their advice is free, even if the security improvments won’t be. But they 
will likely be inexpensive and include changing the locks.

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Mazda’s five alive 


By David Vivian 


T HE NAME might lead 
you to think that the 
CX-5 is nothing more 
than a perfunctory scaling- 
down of CX-7 SUV to fill the 
appropriate market slot. But 
it’s far more than that. Part of 
Mazda’s ‘Skyactiv’ pro¬ 
gramme, the CX-5 really is all 
new, from its engines to the 
way it’s built. Most will want 
the 2.2 150PS diesel variant 
we look at here. 

The CX-5 is Mazda’s third 
SUV, following on from the 
larger CX-7 and much larger 
CX-9 (not sold in Europe). It’s 
also the most important and 
interesting. Important 
because it competes in the 
key compact SUV sector, 
tasked with taking on 
impressive newcomers like 
the Audi Q3 as well as 
established stars such as the 
Land Rover Freelander and 
Ford Kuga. Interesting 
because a) it’s the first pro¬ 
duction car to feature 
Mazda’s new Kodo design 
language, showcased by the 
Minagi (a concept base for 
the CX-5) and Shinari show 


cars and b) it’s the first pro¬ 
duction car to implement 
Mazda’s new Skyactiv tech¬ 
nology which seeks to save 
fuel and the planet by 
matching rigid, lightweight 
construction with new super¬ 
efficient powertrains. 

Mazda’s claim at launch is 
that CX-5 is the most eco- 
friendly compact SUV you 
can buy. 

All-new Skyactive engines, 
then: a 2.0-litre petrol unit 
and the twin-turbo 2.2-litre 
diesel we look at here in 
150PSform. Intriguingly, 
both share a 14:1 compres¬ 
sion ratio, which is a very 
high value for the petrol 
motor, but said to improve 
economy, and lower-than- 
average for the oil-burner to 
reduce NOx. Thanks to the 
lower compression, the 
diesel’s block can be made 
out of aluminium rather than 
iron, saving 25kg. It comes in 
two power outputs (175PS 
as well as 150PS) and both 
meet the super-stringent 
2014 Euro-6 pollution regula¬ 
tions without the need for a 
Nitrogen Oxide trap. 

The chassis has some 


impressive moves, too, in 
some respects feeling more 
like it belongs to a well-sort¬ 
ed family hatch than a high- 
riding SUV, even if the steer¬ 
ing is a little dead around the 
straight ahead. There’s plenty 
of grip, a pleasing reluctance 
to run wide when negotiating 
tight bends and tautly con¬ 
trolled body movements. 

Refinement is very good 
indeed, wind- and road- 
noise only becoming notably 
intrusive at higher speeds, 
and the engine’s contribution 
is well suppressed, too, 
especially on the motorway. 

It’s a good-looking little 
SUV, the CX-5. Very much in 
the current Mazda idiom, it’s 
a tautly contoured, cohesive 
design with a minimum of 
brightwork. It’s exceptionally 
well packaged, too. Although 
significantly smaller than the 
CX-7 on the outside, there’s 
actually more leg room in the 
rear and the materials used 
in the cabin are of higher 
quality. Not only is the rear 
seat roomy enough to carry 
two full-sized adults or three 
children without complaint, 
but the backrests have a 


useful 40/20/40-split 
arrangement to accommo¬ 
date long or bulky items. All 
three portions can be 
released from the 480-litre 
boot, which also offers some 
underfloor stowage space. 

Up front, the driving posi¬ 
tion offers a fine, elevated 
view down the road while still 
feeling comfortably car- 
like.With two model lines and 
three engines to choose 
from, expect to pay between 
£21,000 and £29,000 for 
your Mazda CX-5. There are 
two trim options for each 
engine, starting with the 2.0- 
litre petrol unit which comes 
with a six-speed manual 
transmission. The diesel 
models are offered in both 
two- and four-wheel drive - 
the front-driver using the 
150PS motor while 4x4 cus¬ 
tomers can stick with that or 
go for the 175PS powerplant 
and gain the option of a six- 
speed auto transmission. 

The base trim level includes 
17-inch alloys, front foglights, 
dual-zone climate control, 
parking sensors, privacy 
glass and Smart City Brake 
Support, which is Mazda’s 
emergency braking function. 
Sport trim adds 19-inch 
alloys, active xenon head¬ 
lights, leather trim with heat¬ 


ed front seats, an electrically 
operated driver’s chair and a 
reversing camera. 

As you might hope, given 
the build up, the Mazda CX- 
5’s economy and emissions 
stats are pretty spectacular. 
Best in range is the front- 
drive 150PS 2.2-litre diesel 
we tried which, when 
teamed with a six-speed 
manual gearbox, returns 
61.4mpg on the combined 
cycle and emits just 
119g/km of C02, which puts 
the car in the £30 per year 
road tax band C. 

The 175PS diesel model 
with the auto ‘box fitted is 
rather impressive, too, emit¬ 
ting 144g/km of C02 while 
travelling over 51 miles on 
each gallon of DERV. To put 


that in some kind of per¬ 
spective, a 138bhp VW 
Tiguan with the DSG ‘box 
emits 158g/km and does 
47.1 mpg. 

It’s hard to see how the 
CX-5 can avoid being any¬ 
thing other than a big hit for 
Mazda, especially in 150PS 
2.2-litre diesel form. An alto¬ 
gether more advanced 
prospect than the CX-7 
(which will continue as a run¬ 
out model), it delivers under¬ 
stated style, excellent pack¬ 
aging, class-leading econo¬ 
my and emissions and very 
competitive equipment and 
pricing. 

If isn’t quite the best drive 
in a highly competitive sector, 
it has everything it needs to 
be the best all-rounder.

Mucky motorists 
may pay the price 


M UCKY motorists who rarely clean 
their cars could be putting them¬ 
selves at risk of a serious accident or 
falling foul of the law. 

In a survey it has been found that the tra¬ 
ditional Sunday wash and wax is now 
declining as shopping takes over as the 
most popular weekend activity. 

Many motorists don’t clean their cars reg¬ 
ularly and others only clean the windscreen 
when visibility becomes dangerously 
obscured. Some motorists claimed to never 
clean their car at all. 

While dirty windows can compromise road 
safety and constitute an offence when they 
become obscured, the legal implications of 
having mucky number plates have also 
become more significant as speed enforce¬ 
ment devices, number plate recognition and 
congestion charging systems all need to 
view a number plate clearly. 

Vehicle construction regulations state that 
motorists must ensure that they have full 
visibility through their windscreen and that 
their number plate must be clear. Whilst 
motorists will usually be encouraged to 
clean their vehicle if stopped by the police 
they can, in the worst-case scenario, be 
issued with a Fixed Penalty Notice and fined 
if their vehicle is filthy. 

The combination of dirty windows with low 
morning and evening sun in the autumn¬ 
time can completely obscure a drivers view 
and frequently causes accidents. Moreover, 
in times of more uncertain weather, vehicles 
will become dirty and dusty very quickly. 
When asked how often they clean their vehi¬ 
cles, 60 per cent of the drivers in a recent 
survey said that they clean their cars at least 



once every two months. A further 28 per 
cent said that they would only have their car 
cleaned once every three to four months. 
Two per cent owned up to never cleaning 
them. Ten per cent of the motorists sur¬ 
veyed said that they only ever give their car 
a ‘cursory’ clean when they found that their 
windscreen visibility was severely dimin¬ 
ished. 

The survey also found that the motorists 
who rarely clean their vehicles were over¬ 
whelmingly either company car drivers or 
owners of cars that were over five years old. 
Of those who admitted to only washing their 
cars infrequently, the majority said that their 
cars were regularly parked outside overnight 
- on the road or in a drive - rather than kept 
in a garage. 

Edmund King, President of the AA, said: 
“Car owners who don’t keep their cars 
clean could be compromising their own 
safety and that of other road users. There 
are also legal reasons why motorists need 
to keep their cars clean, not least that much 
new camera technology works on number 
plate recognition.”
